Ad Hoc Critical

Adniinisfcratioiymarges against 
Mark) Savio, loader of the Free 
Speech JTovemenrt (FSM), came 
uiHJW'JPWSfeittack yesterday as 
the Academic Senate’s Ad Hoc 
Committi". considered the case 
of the eight recently suspended 
students. 

1 The committee was in its sec- 
ond full day of testimony on the 
jjuspensions. It will make a rec- 
ommendation to the administra- 
tion on the lengths of the “indef- 
inite suspensions.” 

The administration presented 
five specific charges against 
Savio. 

The fifth and probably most 
important administration charge 
accused Savio of organizing and 
leading the sit-in in Sproul Hall 
on September SO, in which about 
200 ?ti'd--nts sn> ut front of the 
Dean of Students office. 

The sit-in? inianded equal 
treatment with those who had 
set up illegal tables earlier in the 
day and were asked to appear 
before Dean of Men Arleigh Wil- 
liams. Williams was asked at the 
dpmmiltee meeting why all 300 
siludents were not arrested for 
vi'olating University regulation^ 
by sitting in. j! • 

“We just didn’t do it,” was Will 
Hams’ only reply. Ij 

Lloyd Ulman, professor of eco- j 
uomics, pointed out the sit-ins I 
were observed violations. The ad- I 
ministration has claimed they deal 
with observed violations only. 

Savio testified he was the sit-in 
spokesman, but he was not its 
only organizer. The administra- 
tion presented no evidence prov- 
ing he had actually organized the 
sit-in saying that only the Dean? 
were under the impression he had. 

\ The first of the charges against 
’savio accused him of calling and 
holding an unauthorized meeting 
Sf the Umveik’y Ek*kmi&-*of 
SNCC and other student off-cam-^ 


pus groups in Dwindle Plaza. 

The charge refers to a meeting 
held September 28 at Wheeler 
Oak to organize a picket of a 
University meeting in the Student 
Union Plazia. 

Savio testified he was not the 
sole organizer of that meeting. “1 
was in favor of holding a meeting 
in a place where it would not 
violate University regulations,” 
he said. 

Counsel for the suspended stu- 
dents, Ernest Besig and Wayne 
Collins of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, pointed out 
there were about seven students 
who spoke at the meeting and 
asked why all were not suspend- 
ed. s' 

Associate Dean of/Students 
Peter Van Houten testified that 
he heard E d W ifson, a Slate 
ASUC rSpre'ten®ive, speak at 
the meeting, but he didn’t know 
Wilson’s name s\ the time, jl 

Wilson lias not been suspended. 

The second charge jigainst 
Savio was that he “caused a

times for advice, Van Houten 
said. Besig then asked if he him- 
self would be accused of “con- 
ducting the operation of the 
table” if the students asked him 
for advice. 

The fourth charge was that 
Savio refused to comply with a 
request he report to Williams’s 
office for disciplinary proceed, 
iiffis. He was in the hall outside . 
th't Dean of Students Office, at ft 
thil time of the sit-in, when he 
waj) called in. He refused to go, 
for he demanded equal treatment ' 
for all of the sit-ins.

"action” club, Merritt’s ntwly- 
• formed SLATE will be an "inform- 
ation" organization it was decided 
at the group’s first meeting 
Thursday. 

Merritt SLATE will be “com- 
pletely" autonomous and in no way 
connected” with SLATE at U. C. 
which was thrown off campus, 
according to Philip Sugar, one of 
Merritt’s SLATE founders. 

At the club’s meeting last week, 

. Sugar started by calling one of the 
club’s : ob;ecti v es ^bringing off-^ 
fcampus organizations on campus.’’^ 

"Everything about off-campus 
* demonstrations must now pass by 
i word of mouth,” he said. “We want 
, to inform students when there will 
’ be off-campus demonstrations.” 

One example, he said, is the Ad 
Hoc Committee to End Discrim- . 
•nation's demonstration at the Oak- 
land Tribune last Saturday. 

He said he hoped that eventually 
SLATE could 'set up a table on 
_ campus to help civil rights groups 
raise 3000 books of Blue Chip 
stamps to acquire a bus to send to 
Mississippi. 

Citing handbills (printed by tK8 
fW. E. B. Du Bois Club at U. C.);;f 
which were passed out at Merritt 
and asked students to join the dem- - 
' onstration at the Tribune Saturday, f 
Sugar said it is now illegal to hand • 
them out on campus.

said that with such a platform, 
SLATE could not get its charter 
approved by the Inter-Club Council.

Sugar then agreed SLATE will 
have to drop its proposal to solicit 
for off-campus activities for the 
present. 

( "Once we get a responsible, stu- 
dent body government in, we ran go 
from there,” he said. 

He said that SLATE, which will 
be “non-partisan.” will run a com- 
mon set of candidates in this sem- 
ester’s student body elections with 
the MSfritt College' Party, the In-, 
ternaticmal CliJb, Inter-Racial 
jjtnd Socialist Discussion Clu b. , ’ 

He said that the club will have to 
decide whether it wants “mandatory 
student body card, voluntary, or 
none at all.”

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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 

On May 6, 1964, a source advised that in January , 

1959, an unnamed organization was formed In Los Angeles by 
youth members of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) to support 
the newspaper ’’Young Socialist” (YS) . This organization was 
formed as a result of the National Conference of Young 
Socialist Supporters held in Detroit, Michigan, in December, 
1953, where a loose national organization was created around 
the YS with headquarters in New York City. 

The organization remained unnamed, although commonly 
referred to as the Los Angeles Committee of Young Socialist 
Supporters (LACYSS) until February, i960, when they adopted the 
name Young Socialist Alliance (YSA). 

A second National Conference of YS Supporters was 
held April 15-17, I960, at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, at which 
the national organization YSA was created. The YSA at Los 
Angeles Is an integral part of the National organization and 
receives Its directives from YSA Headquarters In New York City. 

The YSA in Los Angeles is actually the youth 
organization of the SWP and follows the SWP aims and purposes 
to the letter. 

The SWP has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 
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Informant was thoroughly interviewed and could add 
nothing further to the above.

He was uttering ^ 
destructive philosophy when he declared: “I 
personally feel that private business should be 
abolished.” 

Myerson has his U.C. connections. He was 
president of SLATE in 1961 when that organi- 
zation was banned from the campus.

Savio is also concerned with 
another kind of poverty— what 
he calls the “moral and cultural 
poverty in the middle class from 
which I’ve come.”

Feuer tried to neturalize 
Savio’s advantage of youth 
aifd the.' natural inclination of 
pupils to identify v'ti- 
rather than an cider man, by 
otiiiniug his student careei 
as a radical leader of demon- 
strations. 

Feuer accused Savio and 
his fellow leaders of the Free 
Speech Movement of fana- 
ticism. 

“Your people are so in love 
with sit-ins they are prepared 
to sit in f or . anythi ng,” he 
charged. 


He accused Savio of ab- 
struseness. The FSM leaders 
cannot explain to their own 
supporters what the., issues 
are about, he said. 

“It is an example of what 
Camus called ‘the politics of 
the absurd,”’ Feuer added. 

He derided Savio for biting 
a policeman on the thigh dur- 
ing an unsuccessful sit-in at- 
tempt at Sproul Hall on 
Oct. 1. He declared this in- 
consistent with his ideals of 
non-violence and denounced 
the actions as irresponsible 
and reckless.

Feuer said Savio had be- 
trayed the liberals of Califor- 
nia by providing ammunition 
for the cause of right-wing 
fanatical groups. 

Savio denied the issues in 
the free spech controversy 
were so complex that he could 
not explain them.

On February 11, 1965* at 1:00 FM, approximately 
300 Individuals were observed . departing from the inter- 
section from Bancroft Way and Telegraph Avenue, Berkeley, 
California. This group marched in a column west on 
Bancroft Way to Shattuck Avenue, and then marched north 
up the middle of Shattuck Avenue blocking traffic at 
various intersections until it reached Center Street. It 
then turned and circled back marching south on Shattuck 
Avenue until it reached Bancroft Way again and then pro- 
ceeded to the Selective Service Board at 2199 Bancroft 
Way. 


The group then proceeded to march up and down 
on the sidewalk in front of the Selective Service Board in 
protest of the United States 1 actions in Viet Nam. Many 
of the picketers were carrying signs protesting United 
States' Intervention in Viet Nam. 

A spokesman for the group, DENNIS MOSGOFIAN, 
announced that a petition was being circulated amongst 
the group to be signed by the jfcale demonstrators who 
wished to protest the United States' action in Viet Nam 
and who would refuse to Join the military forces of the 
United States. He stated that this petition would be 
presented to a representative of the Selective Service 
Board .

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II. ACTIVITIES 
A. Free Speech Movement (FSM)

On September 14, 1954, the Dean of Students, UC, 
Berkeley, sent a letter to the presidents, chairmen, and 
advisers of all student organizations at the university 
calling attention to the fact that university rules and 
regulations would be enforced during the fall semester 
as regards solicitation of funds, placement of tables for 
distribution of literature, and solicitation of membership 
for off-campus type organizations. The letter indicated 
that this ruling would apply to political and social action 
groups. Student leaders of various groups reacted to the 
Dean's letter by requesting a meeting to discuss the 
situation. On September 17, the meeting was arranged and 
representatives of eighteen "off-campus* student organizations 
met with the Dean and other representatives. A number of 
consultations were held between the Dean of Students and 
other administrative representatives and the student 
organization representatives between September 17 and 
September 23, 1954. The students felt that their privileges 
and right b were being denied and that the university was in 
effect denying freedom of speech and freedom of political 
activity. 


On the night of September 23, 1954, a "free 
speech vigil" was held on the Sproul Hall steps and 
demonstrators marched to University House on the campus. 
Some seventy-five demonstrators remained before Sproul 
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Hall until the morning of September 24. During this period 
of negotiation between the administration and the student 
representatives# a number of proposals were made and positions 
modified both by the university administration and the students 
regarding use of campus facilities for distribution of 
literature, soliticatlon of funds, and recruitment of member- 
ship for off-campus political action groups. 

The controversy between the groups continued to 
grow into a full-scale demonstration on the part of the 
students and on September 28, 1964, at a university meeting 
pickets organized at an unauthorized "free speech rally at 
the Oak Tree in Dwinelle Plaza invaded a university meeting, 
marching down the aisles carrying protesting placards. 

MARIO SAVIO was one of the two organizers of this picket 
line. 



On the afternoon of September 29, 1964, MARIO 
SAVIO deliberately and admittedly in violation of 
university regulations set up a table to solicit funds 
and membership for an off-campus organization. At about 
three o’clock on the afternoon of September 29, approximately 
300 to 400 students moved into the second floor of Sproul 
Hall and MARIO SAVIO announced that they would continue to 
violate university regulations. 

On Thursday > October 1, 1964, a number of pickets 
and demonstrators gathered for a "free speech rally" at 
noon on Sproul Hall steps. It was on the evening of 
October 1, that approximately 150 to 200 students led by 
SAVIO entered Sproul Hall with plans to hold the Dean of 
Students and Dean of Men hostage. Employees of the Deans 
Office were forced to leave the building that night through 
windows and over the roof. 

On Friday, October 2, 1964, the demonstrators 
continued to hold K2& police car captive and continued to 
demonstrate against university rules and regulations. On 
the night of October 2, after some 450 police officers had 
been called to the campus to assist in maintaining law and 
order If it became necessary to declare an unlawful 
assemblage, a temporary agreement was reached between the 
students and university administrators. 

Between October 2, 1964, and December 3, 1964, 
there were meetings on numerous occasions between student 
representatives and representatives of the administration. 
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Finally, on December 3# 1964, after approximately 800 
demonstrators had crowded into Sproul Hall in a massive 
sit-in, police officers were brought to the campus from 
local law enforcement agencies and about 760 demonstrators 
were arrested and placed in county and local Jails. Trials 
for these demonstrators are pending in Municipal Court, 
Berkeley, at present. 

MARIO SAVIO was the leader and main spokesman 
for the group of dissenting students and on the occasion 
of the captured police vehicle, SAVIO was the first to 
mount the hood of the car and then the top of the auto- 
mobile where he and other demonstrators defied the local 
law enforcement officers and refused to permit the police^ 
car to be moved for a period from Thursday, October 1, 1964, 
until Friday, October 2, 1964, about 7:43 p.ra. 

During the entire controversy numerous charges 
were placed against SAVIO for violation of university 
rules. However, due to the complexity of the controversy 
all charges against SAVIO have been dropped by the 
tiniversity pending the outcome of his court appearances 
in connection with the sit-in arrests December 3, 1964. 

On February 12, 1965, SAVIO announced at a FSM 
rally at UC, Berkeley, that the FSM had accomplished its 
purpose and this rally would be the last rally of the £51 


The following is a chronSTSgTcal (by date) 
Bummary of SAVIO’ S activities related solely to FSM. No 
attempt was made to be all inclusive of the complex maze 
of events in which SAVIO involved himself, rather 
incidents reflecting Subject’s leadership statements, 
travel, court appearances, and other miscellaneous 
activity and information are set forth. 

SAVIO was one of eight students suspended by 
the university administration for violation of DC rules 
in October, 1964. The suspension was lifted and SAVIO 
reinstated as a student on November 20, 1964. SAVIO was 
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the leading spokesman and organizer for the FSM. 




MARIO SAVIO as leader of the FSM signed a telegram 
to Governor EDMUND G. BROWN, October 14, 1964, requesting an 
audience for five FSM spokesmen before the Board of Regents 
meeting to be held at Davis Campus, DC, on Friday to explain 
the FSM position.

Local newspapers carried numerous stories 
concerning the travel of MARIO SAVIO, BETTINA APTHEKER, and 
two other student spokesmen, DC FSM, on a trip to New York 
in early December, 1954, to appear on a national television 
program and to speak at various universities across the 
country to raise funds for the defense of students arrested 
in the Sproul Hall sit-in on December 3, 1964. 



On the trip to New York, SAVIO, APTHEKER, 

STEPHAN WEISSMAN, and SUZANNE GOLDBERG, spoke amen and 
leaders of the FSM, traveled to the University of Michigan 
where they spoke, attemptin g to gather funds and sympathy 
for the FSM. SAVIO and APTHEKER also appeared at Columbia 
University, Queens College, New York, Harvard University, 
and Brandeis University in their quest for support and 
funds for the FSM. 

At a press conference at the Overseas Press Club 
of America, New York City, on December 11, 1964, SAVIO 
stated his main purpose for making public appearances is 
to explain the reasons for the recent student demonstrations 
at UC at Berkeley. He stated his first reason is to beln 
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raise money for the defense of the 800 students arrested for 
participating In the demonstrations . Second, to encourage 
people to send telegrams to Oovernor BROWN of California 
and the Board of Regents, UC, asking them to support student 
demands, and also to send tele grama of encouragement to the 
UC faculty who supported the student action by a vote of 
824 to 115. SAV10 also stated that 72 foreign students 
attending UC were told not to participate in the student 
demonstrations or they would be subject to deportation. 

SAVIO continued that these students did not 
participate in the demonstrations for fear of being deported 
but instead conducted a survey on the campus and determined 
that a student strike in support of the PSM was 80 to 82 
per cent effective. SAVIO blamed President KERR for his 
faulty administration of the university. SAVTO continued 
by stating he is asking the students in the New York area 
to support the cause of the FSM and to show their support 
by conducting a protest demonstration in Times Square, 

Hew York City, if the UC Board of Regents fai: s to support 
the students' demands. SAVIO stated the Board of Regents 
planned to meet on or about December 18, 1964, to vote on 
the issue. When it was mentioned to SAVIO that it was 
against the law to conduct demons t rat Ions In Times Square, 
he remarked "It may be a police lav?, but there is no 
written law against demonstrating In Times Square." He 
further stated "that students should be willing to commit 
civil disobedience to gain their rights and move Into a 
fully effective strike." SAVIO said he wanted complete 
freedom of speech on the campus and called for university 
administrations to conduct universities as communities of 
scholars and provide stimulus for students. 

SAVIO stated "The public should pay for the 
education of the students but should not attempt to 
govern the student." 

When asked v&at he thought of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigations prediction that there would be organized 
attempts using bogus students and faculty members to divert 
the energies of our universities by using such slogans as 
"Free Speech" and "Civil Rights" to achieve their goals, 
SAVIO replied "I don’t think intelligent men 
HOOVER’S statements seriously."

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In replying to statements made as to the financial 
support given the F3K, SAVIO stated lie will take financial 
support from the left, right, or center when given. He then 
stated that his expenses from California to New York were 
paid for by the Les Crane television show and expenses for 
other trips are being paid from contributions. 

When asked if he has Communist Party (CP) members 
in the FSM, ho replied there are fifty persons on the 
Steering Committee of the FSM, four of vjhom consider them- 
selves "revolutionary socialists" and that there are no 
seats on this committee for members of the CP. V.hen 
asked if he was being directed by outside influences, 

SAVIO stated the CP i3 getting a lot of credit from matters 
in which they are not actually involved.

amnesty" for the hundreds of demons trators 
arrested in the Sproul Hall sit-in and 
said that the State of California must 
bear the responsibility for "turning loose 
people trained in sadism on this campus". 

He identified the "sadists" as the officers 
who arrested him and the other sit-in 
demonstrators .

"Life" magazine dated February 26, 1965, pages 
100 and 101, carries an article captioned "The University 
Has Become A Factory" which is excerpts from an Interview 
with MARIO SAVIO by "Life’s" San Francisco correspondent 
JACK FINCH®. In this article, SAVIO makes the following 
statements: 


"The understanding, interest and care 
required to have a good undergraduate 
school are completely alien to the 
spirit of the system. The university 
is a vast public utility which turns 
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out future workers in today’s vineyard# 
the military-industrial complex. SAVIO 
was speaking regarding the background of 
the FSM at UC. He continued by stating 
regarding himself: "I am not a politi- 

cal oerson. My involvement in the Free 
Speech Movement is religious and moral.... 
I don’t know what made me get up and 
give that first speech. I only know I 
had to. tfhat was it JCtERKHrAARI) said 
about free acts? They’re the ones that, 
looking back, you realize you couldn’t 
help doing.” 


SAVTO continued regarding the administra- 
tion at UC, Berkeley: "(President ) CLARK 

KERR is the ideologist for a kind of 
’brave new world' conception of education. 
He replaced the word ’university' with 
’multiversity. ’ The multiversity serves 
many publics at once he says. But KBRR'S 
nubile s... is the corporate establishment 
of California, plus a lot of national 
firms, the government, especially the 
Pentagon.” 


SAVIO speaks regarding the American 
student: "America may be the most 

poverty-stricken country In the world. 

Not materially. But Intellectually it 
is bankrupt. And morally it’s poverty- 
stricken. Bit In such a way that it’s 
not clear to you that you’re poor. It’s 
very hard to know you're poor if you’re 
eating well.” He continues: “There’s 

a lot of aimlessness in the ghetto 
(Berkeley) a lot of restlessness. Some 
people are forty years old and they’re 
still members. They’re student mentalities 
who never grew up; they’re people who 
were active in radical politics, let’s say, 
in the thirties, people v&io have never 
connected with the world, have not been 
able to make it in America.” 


K 
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SAVIO also spoke on the student protests 
when he stated: "At first we didn’t 

understand what the issues were. But as 
discussion went on, they became clear. 

The university wanted to regulate the 
content of our speech. There was and is 
a need for the students to express their 
sentiment. . .against having to submit to 
the administration’s arbitrary exercise 
of power. "...."As for ideology the Free 
Speech Movement has always had an ideology 
of its own. Call it essentially anti- 
liberal. By that I mean it is anti a 
certain style of politics prevalent in 
the United States politics by compromise - 
which succeeds if you don’t state any 
issues.... By contrast our ideology is 
issue-oriented. We thought the administra- 
tion was doing bad things and we said so." 

On the teaching situation at Berkeley 
SAVIO stated: "We have some magnificent 

names, all those Nobel Prise winners. 

Kaybe a couple of times during the under- 
graduate years you see them one hundred 
feet away at the front of a lecture hall 
in which five hundred people are sitting. 
If you look carefully, if you bring along 
your opera glasses, you can see that 
famous profile, that great fellow. Well, 
yes, he gives you something that is 
uniquely his, but it’s difficult to ask 
questions. It’s got to be dialogue, 
getting an education." 

SAVIO also speaking on civil disobedience 
said: "If you accept that societies can 

be run by rules, as I do, then you 
necessarily accept as a consequence that 
you can’t disobey the rules every time 
you disapprove. That would be saying 
that the rules are valid only when they 
coincide with your conscience, which is 
to insist that only your conscience has 
any validity in the matter. However 

4 . 
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when you 1 re considering something that 
constitutes an extreme abridgment of you r 
rights, conscience is the court of last 
resort. Then you’ve got to decide 
whether this is one of the things which, 
although you disagree, you can live with. 
Only you can decide; it's openly a 
personal decision. Hopefully, in a good 
society this kind of decision wouldn’t 
have to be made very often, if at all. 

But we don’t have a good society. We 
have a very bad society. We have a 
society which has many social evils, 
not the least of which is the fantastic 
presumption in a lot of people’s minds 
that naturally decisions which are in 
accord with the rules must be right - 
an assumption which is not founded on 
any legitimate philosophical principle. 

In our society, precisely because of 
the great distortions and injustices 
which exist, I would hope that civil 
disobedience becomes more prevalent 
than it is. 

"Unjustified civil disobedience you 
mu3t oppose. But if there's a lot of 
civil disobedience occurring, you 
better make sure it’s not Justified." 

SAVIO speaking regarding trials stated: 

“They can only try us in several ways - 
a mass trial, a group trial, individual 
trials, or some combination. Hone of 
these four vaays can give us due process. 

Sven individual trials would be held 
before different Judges and Juries. 

In earlier civil rights cases here we’ve had 
different verdicts handed down for the 
same offense.... I didn’t commit myself 
to accept whatever the state might do 
to me, you know, and I’m not going to 
accept anything which doesn’t guarantee 
me my constitutional rights through fair 
trial, " 
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The above quotes were excerpts from the article 
in "Life" magazine for February 26, 1965, and do not 
encompass the entire article.

On February 11, 1955. a rally was held at the 
ASUC Plaza, OC, Be rice ley, from noon to about 1:10 p.a. 

Near the end of the rally, DENIS MOSGQFIAN made a plea 
for as many as possible to Join in a march to Selective 
Service Headquarters, 2199 Bancroft Way, Berkeley, to 
oppose U. S. policy in Viet Nam. K03Q0FIAN stated the 
rally would urge that the U. S. get out of Viet Nam. 
Approximately 250 to 300 Joined in the march and subsequent 
demonstration at Selective Service Headquarters . MARIO 
SAYIO was one of the demonstrators. 

At Selective Service Headquarters, M03GKJFTAN 
mounted a street-side mailbox and urged all male 
demonstrators of draft age to sign a declaration which 
states that the signers "oppose U. S, military intervention 
in the war in South Viet Nam” and further declares their

On February 15, 1965, a rally was held at noon on 
the steps of Sproul Hall, UC, Berkeley. This rally was 
sponsored by CORE and SNCC, civil rights organizations. In 
an effort to gain support for a mass demonstration on Frioay 
night, February 19, 1965. in Oakland protesting racial 
discrimination In Oakland". Approximately 1,000 to 1,^00 
persons stood In the Sproul Hall plaza to hear LARRY KNOP, 
student leader of SNCC, and MARIO SAVIO speak regarding 
"racial discrimination" in Oakland and the Inaction of 
the Federal Government in Selma, Alabama. SAVIO called 
for a sit-in demonstration at the Office of U. S. Attorney 
CECIL F. POOLE, Federal Office Building, San Francisco. 

SAVIO stated that the "FBI does nothing except take^otes 
and the agents have become a group of stenographers . 

SAVIO announced that cars would leave from the campus area 
to travel to CECIL POOLE'S office beginning at 2 p.m.

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SAVIO said that Title 18, U. S. Code, made it 
possible for the Special Agents of the FBI to make arrests 
without a warrant when they observe a violation of the law. 
SAVIO claimed that this action was not taken in Selma, 
Alabama, because FBI Director J. EDGAR HOOVER, refuses to 
protect constitutional rights.
